Most  of  the  theorists  who  dlacuM  tb«  lubject 
,al  exchange  and  currency  hardly  ever  tak*  the 
tktvMt  to  Inqulro  Into  the  existing  banking 
Ifitem  of  thp  country.  Their  i>et  solution  Xor 
■Qch  monetary  problems  Is  the  provision  of  tm- 
IBVBd  nOBty  for  wand.  They  advocate  the  Issue 
fef  Um  fMeral  Government  of  unsecured  notes 
ritet  eiirrency")  for 'public  circulation.  They 
Vff  that  the  Federal  Government  should  mint 
more  sliver,  buying  the  bullion  at  approximately 
28  cents  an  ounce  and  coining  It  Into  dollars 
tibrtik  SOO  cents.  The  Idea  lying  behind  the 
latter  suggestion  Is  that  .silver  producers  should 
bf  helped.  Incidentally  Uie  belief  exists  among 
MBM  eeonomlc  theorist*  that  by  such  minting  of 
iftftr  coins  the  Dominion  Government  could 
ifaJn  an  immense  profit,  perhaps  running  as 
Hli^  as  $45.000,00t.  What  is  forgotten  Is  that 
the  silver  coins  propn.<;pt1  would  be  worth  In- 
finsicaliy  Just  28  cents  and  no  more.  They 
hav«  to  have  baeklng  behind  them,  at

The  soundness  of  bank  notes  lies  In  the  fact 
1(^at  they  must  be  redeemed  by  the  banks  In 
Igtal  tender  upon  demand.  They  are  redeemed 
111  this  way  every  hanking  day  throughout  the 
dominion  through  the  Clearing  Houses.  More- 
oter,  bank  notes  constitute  a  first  charge  on  all 
the  assets  of  a  bank.  To  provide  agalnat  any 
contingency  auch  at  a  bank  failure,  and  so  that 
14  such  an  event  bank  notes  may  be  redeemed 
Ifunediately,  banks  are  required  to  maintain  a 
diepoelt  with  the  Minister  of  finance  of  an 

tount  equal  to  5  per  cent  of  the  average 
ount  of  all  bank  notes  in  circulation.  Thus 
there  is  a  "Bank  Circulation  Redemption  Fund," 
ayallable  at  all  times  for  the  redemption  of  the 
q^tes  of  any  bank.  In  case  of  emergency. 

The  Dominion  note  Issues  in  possession  of  the 
public  amount  to  between  $30,000,000  and  $40,- 
000,000  the  latest  figures  are  not  available.  As 
lifcll,  banks  hold  Dominion  note  issues  to  the 
amount  of  $115,000,000  which  constitute  a  part 
of  their  cash  reserves.  There  are  bank  notes  In 
ttte  hands  of  the  public  amounting  to  $127,000,- 
000.   The  financial  structure  of  Canadian  banks 
has  been  built  up  with  the  object  of  providing  a 
cfrculattng  medium  not  subject  to  depreciation 
!a  purchasing  value  and  at  the  lowest  cost  in 
gMo  reserves.    TtM  soundness  of  the  system  is 
indicated  by  the  fact  that  Canada  has  escaped 
fdr  many  years  past  from  the  hardships  caused 
bj  depreciated  currencies.  The  banking  and  cur- 
r^cy  systems  in  this  country  have  operated 
smoothly  even  during  the  recent  years  of  de- 
pression and  uncertainly.    There  has  been  no 
eartaUniMit  of  legitimate  monetary  facilities 
available  to  the  people  of  Canada.   There  have 
been  other  countries,  with  less  sound  banking 
sg^itams,  where  inflation  or  deflation,  as  the  case 
might  have  been,  has  followed  wartime  financing 
In  the  Dominion  the  people  have  had  every 
oauaa  for  congratulation  because  of  their  bank- 
ing law  and  because  of  the  manner  in  which  the 
banks  have  so  carefully  safeguarded  the  credit 
ol  the  country  which  la  an  immtnse  anai  In 
thaaa  latter  yaart.  or  fur  QuA  nuttar  al  any 
tbna. 

The  manifold  pnqKMals  by  psaudo  aconomlsts 

for  changes  affecting  the  laws  of  cumncy  and 
exchange  are,  In  ninety-nine  cases  ont  of  a  bim- , 
dkwd,  hardly  worth  consideration  beeaoae  they 
betray  almo.st  complete  Ignorance  of  the  safe- 
guards Instituted  under  existing  banking  meth- 
ods. In  fact,  those  who  wAnt  flat  currency  and 
silver  coinage  In.stead  of  paper  dollar.s  omit  alto 
gather  to  show  the  guarantee  of  security  that 
would  prevail  under  such  dispensations  and  the 
character  of  any  rcdoflnttion  of  legal  tender 
There  Is  a  school  of  thought  which  believes  that 
money  can  be  manufactured  ad  libitum,  and  that 
by  such  a  simple  proce.s.s  it  can  be  made  avail- 
able to  all.  Moat  monetary  schemes  proposed  to 
rm>lace  existing  methods  are  put  forward  by  in- 
dividuals who  are  seeking  political  kudos.  Their 
arguments,  as  a  rule,  on  the  basis  of  sound  cur- 
rency, can  be  riddled  with  holes.  The  legisla- 
tion under  which  the  banks  now  operate  is  built 
u|^  on  the  wisdom  and  experience  of  many  gen- 
an^Utms.   Those  to  whom  the  welfare  of  the 
country  is  consigned  will  undoubtedly  make  the 
most  careful  scouting  before  any  change  of 
any  character  Is  made  In  the  existing  banking 
law.   Exchange,  currency  and  credit  are  so  in- 
tamatlonally  Interdependent  that  any  one  coun- 
try alone  cannot  afford  to  allow  these  Instru- 
ments to  be  made  a  target  for  political  avpedl- 
ency  or  aelf  aggrandisement. 


Anyone  who  ha.s  resided  In  British  Columbia 
for  sixty  years  has  well  earned  the  title  o£  a 
plonacr.  Tht  alalm  was  esmsntad  nera  forelbly

CHINA  AND  THE  POWERS 


British  and  other  Governments  are  being  ad- 
vised to  move  their  legations  frofi  Pelping  on 
the  assumption  that  the  centralization  of  the 
power  of  the  Nationalist  Government  is  now  In 
Nanking.  It  may  be  doubted  if  any  precipitate 
step  will  be  taken  in  making  a  change.  Condi- 
tions In  China  are  even  more  uncertain  than 
they  were  a  few  years  ago.  There  Is  not  a  new 
capital  In  the  country.  All  indications  are  that 
the  Kuomintang  Party  is  losing  power.  China, 
Indeed,  seems  to  be  facing  a  prospect  of  becom- 
ing a  country  of  independent  states  hardly  even 
bound  up  in  a  loose  federation.  Thus  there  will 
be  sub-capitals.  The  Powers  are  likely  to  have 
their  hands  pretty  full  In  any  diplomatic  rela 
tlons  with  China  for  several  years  to  come;  they 
may  be  at  a  loss -to  know  who  they  are  dealing 
with  half  Uie  time.  Pelping  may  be  shorn  of 
much  of  its  former  glory  as  the  capital  of  China; 
it  is  even  shorn  of  the  old  historic  name  by 
which  It  was  known  all  over  the  earth.  It  is 
still,  however,  tba  beat  locaUon  for  tba  lagatlwiir 
of  the  Powers.

The  city  proeeoutor  had  Juit  fin- 
ished reading  the  erinUnal  reeords 
of  the  two  prieoners  when  Parlby 
ke  in  on  the  stillness  of  the 
crowded  courtroom.  Up  to  that  time 
both  he  and  Rutherford  had  main 
tallied  a  sullen  attitude,  refusing  Ui 
make  any  statement  In  their  own 
defence  and  ratufriBg  to  fueetion 
witnesses. 

OnU.  TBLLS  STOKT 

Both  prisoners  listened  to  the  evl 
dence  of  police  ofBcers.  who  cap 
tured  them  after  a  cha.se  along  city 
streets,  with  htUe  Interest;  but  a 
sinister  smile  crept  over  their  faces 
when  a  teen-age  girl,  who  had  been 
their  companion,  wag  M  te  the 
witness  box  by  a  pottoe  autron.  to 
tell  what  she  knew  of  the  night  ride 
to  Nanalmo  In  the  stolen  car.

Mr.  Ward  has  been  disappointed 
with  results  as  (ar  as  Canada  is 
oonoemed,  Inasmuoh  as  there  had 
bsen  the  enieetatton  that  the  Ot 
tawa  Oennrence  would  have 
brougfit  Improvements  in  the  Ca 
nadlan  market  This  has  not  been 
the  result,  he  says,  and,  instead  of 
British  hats  being  placed  In  a  bet- 
ter position,  they  are  at  a  disad- 
vantage as  compared  with  those 
from  countries  like  France  and 
Italy. 

While  the  duty  on  British  hats 
has  been  placed  at  23  less  10  per 
cent  as  the  nominal  rate,  actually 
a  duty  mueh  higher  haa  to  bs  paid, 
says  Mr.  Ward.  This  is  aeeoonted 
for  by  the  fact  that  for  enrtoms 
purposes  tiie  British  pomd  Is  fltesd 
at  par,  or  $4.80. 

The  depreriat  ion  in  the  value  of 
the  pound  therefore  makf.s  It  pos- 
sible for  foreign  manufacturers  In 
Italy  to  enter  the  Canadian  market 
at  a  duty  below  that  of  the  British. 
Mr.  Ward  hopes  that  this  matter 
will  be  adjusted  so  that  British  hats 
may  come  into  Canada  at  an  ad- 
vantage ofer  foreign-aiade  onas, 
which  was  tha  tntentton  of  the 
trade  agreements.

SHARKS  CHASE 
SALMON  TROLLERS 


Large  sharks,  bellevod  to  be  man- 
eatera.  aone  of  thorn  betog  over 
thirty  fett  in  length,  have  been 
chasing  salmon  trollers  off  sklde- 
gate  Bar  recently,  according  to  The 
Prince  Rupert  Dally  New.s.  The  huge 
brutes  are  .said  to  make  a  rush  at 
the  boats,  then  leap  high  In  the  air 
as  though  to  land  in  the  boats. 
Sharks  are  said  to  b«.  getting  more 
plentiful  and  more  dar^R^wus  everj- 
year  off  the  Qneen  Charlotte  Zsknds. 
They  are  even  said  to  be  driving 
sahnon  and  fhitflsh  off  the  bar. 


"Quite  reeently  there  appeared  a 

report  whirh  .stated  that  the  Jaw  oU 
of  the  porpoise  was  selling  at  a  price 
in  exeeiB  of  |1M  a  gallon,  and  that 

there  was  an  InsufBclent  supply  of 
this  valuable  material,"  sutes  P.  A. 
Sunderland,  of  the  Pacific  Fisheries 
Experimental  Station.  Prince  Ru- 
p?rt  -This  report  stimulated  a 
great  deal  of  Interest  in  the  subject 
and  many  inquiries  have  been  re- 
ceived at  this  station  «'"*v^mlng  the 
nature  and  quantity  of  oU  obtain- 
able from  the  Paelfle  Ooaat  por- 
poise. In  order  to  fumUh  this  in- 
formation a  small  porpoise  was  ex- 
amined by  myself.  The  following  is 
a  summary  of  the  results: 

"The  specimen  examined  was  the 
porpol&e  most  common  on  this 
coast.  It  was  about  five  feet  in 
length  and  weighed  IM  pounds. 
After  careful  skinning,  the  blubbw 
was  rendered  In  an  autoclave  at 
twenty  pounds  pre.viure  for  two 
ihours.  The  upper  and  lower  Jaws 
were  separated  and  the  oils  extract- 
ed by  boiling  with  water.  The  akuU 
was  treated  in  the  same  manner. 
All  operations  were  carried  out  semi- 
quantitatlvely  and  the  following
